The election laws were outlined to 


the 
Hcmpstcad County 
Democratic 


Central Committee Friday afternoon 
when it met at Hope city hnll to se- 
lect judges nnd clerks for next Tues- 
day's primary. 


W. S. Atkins, chairman of the group, 


pleaded for a clean and honest elec- 
tion, declaring, "We wmit legal votes 
and legal votes only." 


In part he said: 
"As to how the election will be car- 


ried out depends upon the clerks and 
judges that you. the Democratic coin- 
mil tee, choo.se. 


"The abllot will be in duplicate form 


this year. There will be plenty of 
cnrbon at each precinct in the county, 
lo be placed under the original ballot. 


"Both the original 
and duplicate 


ballot will be numbered, and placed 
in separate boxes. The duplicate bal- 
lot will be signed by the voter. 


"The Democratic committee has pur-! 


chased 39 now boxes. The county lins'l 
a!.i<) purchased 39 new boxes. The 
name of the precinct in 
which 
the 


boxes are to be used will be printed 
on the side of the box. The duplicate 
box will be numbered and also will 
lie sealed. 


"The duplicate box is being used in 


Arkansas this year in the event of 
contested races and to reduce the 
flinnces of corrupt nnd fraudulent vot- 
ing practices. 


No Numbering This Year 


"The ncV elPetiorJ Itiws also speci- 


fies that'll will be the duly of the 
clerks to list the names of nil voters. 
In other years voters wire listed by 
numbers as they appeared at the 
boxes. There will be ,fio numbers— 
but clrcks arc required to list each 
voter by his name or her name, Which- 
ever may be the case. 


"We also haven law giving authority 


to any candidate to appoint an agent 
or whnt may be termed a 'watcher.' 
This 'watcher' has the right to look 
over the shoulder of an official when 
the ballots are being counted. 


"Frankly, I am opposed to this pro- 


vision of the new election law. I op- 
pose this part of the law because it is 
a slam at the election machinery. 


"Tliis law, obviously, was based on 


two assumption. They cither think 
that the clerks have no sense and 
can't count—or they think that the 
clerks are crooked and can count. 


"I don't believe everybody is a fool 


and that everybody Is crooked. There 
was no need for this low (is I sec it. 
But we have it just the same. You 
didn't make the law and I didn't 
either. But it's the law. anyway. 


Nn Literature at Polls 


"Tile handing out of cards and liter- 


ature tit the polls is prohibited this 
year. 


"Any boy or girl becoming 21 years 


of age on or after April 10, 1935. is en- 
titled to vote in (he primary this year. 
Blank affidavits will bo at all voting 
precincts. The boy and girl voting 
will bo required to sign the affidavits.

LITTLE ROCK—Declaring that u 


report 
published 
in the Arkansas 


Democrat Friday that he had joined 
the forces of R. A. Cook was "unau- 
thorised and untrue," Senator John 
C. Ashley, who withdrew from the 
governor's race Monday, issued a 
statement Friday night saying that he 
will vote for Attorney General Carl 
E. Bailey for governor. 


Senator Ashley came to Little Rock 


Friday afternoon and following con- 
ferences with a group of men who 
had been associated with him in his 
campaign issued a statement denounc- 
ing as false the report that he had 
been making or planned to make 
speeches in support of Judge Cook. 


He characterized earlier reports tha). 


he had joined the administration forces 
in supporting Secretary of State Kd F. 
McDonald as untrue and said he had 
refused to do so, although "they had 
the nerve to ask me to." 


Senator Ashley's statement follows: 
"When I withdrew from the gover- 


nor's race a few days ago I had hoped 
lo return to my home at Melbourne 
and lo resume my law practice unmo- 
lested, but it seems that 1 cannot be 
let alonu. 


"The Arkansas Democrat carried a 


news item in the issue of Friday, 
August 7. 39;iG. that ] had joined the 
forces of Juclj;c R. A. Cook and was 
personally 
stumping several 
north 


Arkansas counties for Judge Cook. 
Such a statement was unauthorized, 
made without by knowledge, and is 
untrue. This statement forces me to 
break a silence which 1 luul hoped to 
keci'. 


"Several days ago 1 announced my 


withdrawal from the governor's race 
as it was apparent that I could not 
win and 1 felt that this action should 


for attorney general two years ago. I 
want to take this opportunity to thank 
you. people for those votes." 


At the start of his speech he outlined 


the needs of the people of Arkansas 
in their ' war on "human misery," 
pledging whole-hearted support of an 
educational program that contemplates 
equal opportunities for all children 
and adequate salaries for teachers. 


Bailey's Platform 


Briefly he outlined his program, fav- 


oring continuation of the present re- 
funding program, advocating civil ser- 
vice for state employes, retention of 
the sales tax to carry on a progressive 
welfare program, and said that he 
favored a constitutional amendment 
vesting the power of paroles and par- 
dons in the hands of a non-political 
commission. 


He blamed "political pressure" for 


the releasing of criminals from the 
state penitentiary. He said the duty of 
pardons and paroles should be taken 
out of the governor's hands. 


Midway in his speech Bailey turned 


upon the Futrell administration, de- 
nounced the "shakedown racket in 
the statehousc" and said that he 
would end the "assessment" of state 
employes 
for 
campaign 
purposes. 


"There will be no more slush funds for 
political purposes to buy the gover- 
nor's office," he said.

N Tuesday I am going to vote for Griffin Smith for 
chief justice of the supreme court. 
'. 


I am going to vote against C. E. Johnson, who is 


seeking re-election. 


The reason I am going to vote against Mr, Johnson 


is this: 


As chief justice of the supreme court he is the high- 


est judge in the state. He should be an umpire in the , 
political game—and not a player. But Mr. Johnson has 
made himself the most politically active chief justice in 
modern times. 


He was Governor Futrell's campaign manager in 


1932. He got for himself the top position among Arkan- 
sas' judges. And then, after his elevation to this non- 
political post, he continued to hold close to himself the 
reins of patronage which the politicians are supposed to 
handle. His brother is head of District Three highway 
office in Hope. His other appointments range over the 
state—and it has been common gossip in all ouf section 
of the country that a politician could not go to Little Rock 
for the smallest kind of a job without stumbling across 
the Chief Justice. 


Now all this has been common knowledge for sev- 


eral years, and The Star has rapped the Chief Justice in 
one editorial after another. AH that we have to say to 
the lawyers who presume now to defend the Chief Jus- 
tice is simply this: A newspaper can strike successfully 
only on election day—that clay is here, and what we have 
warned of these last several years we are striking for 
now. 


We have every reason in the world to be incensed 


against the Chief Justice. 


We were the first of the larger newspapers to ad- 


vocate the candidacy of J. Marion Futrell for governor 
in 1932, seeking a man to fill a state emergency. This 
newspaper has no final say about the people's decisions, 
but whatever influence we do have, that influence went 
to make Futrell governor so far as the people of this 
section were concerned in 1932.

It hud 
the further effect of bringing these lands upon the lax books 
to become u source of revenue to support the county and 
municipal government and our schools. Vvnile these Uuuts were 
delinquent on the tax books not one penny was being collected 
and could not be because the title wus in the State and the 
State does not tax its own properly. 


Automobile license taxes on passenger cars were cut half 


into and on old four cylinder cars were cut three-fourths. 


Attention is also called to the fact that the more Hum one 


million dollars indebtedness on account of the expense of the 
government exceeding the revenue— has been paid— the last 
dollar of Jt— by savings and not by un extra tax, as was done 
by the $750,000.00 of Brotigh notes in 1917, which debt has not 
yet been paid. 


These are the most outstanding accomplishments. There 


are many others of less importance, but important, that have 
been accomplished during the Kulicll Administration. The 
Kulrell Administration is now called the Futicll Gang, and is 
being denounced in the most insidious way by that gung of 
pirates, who once destroyed the Slate government and want to 
get back in since there is quite a lot of money in the State 
Treasury which has accumulated.
